matter: in the 1973 probe which the Senate 
subcommittee on multinational corporations 
conducted into ITT’s activities in the 1970 
presidential election in Chile.

" ilso been a prospective target in the depart- 
ment’s perjury investigation, but he was not 
named in Monday’s action and the depart- 
ment said “no other actions . , . are contem- 
plated.’V V > 

/ The action against Gerrity and Berrellex 
was taken on the last day that charges could 
. be brou^t b^ora the five-year statutory pe-. 
/ riod of limitations expired. Geneen’s case 
was within two weeks of that expiration. 

V All three men testified at the 1973 hearings 
that nr had not acted in any substantive 


way to prevent the election of Marxist Salva- 
dor Allende as president of Chile. 

However, it was disdosed in late 1975 that 
both the CIA and UT had funded Allende’s 
election opponents. : : -/ y :'
